DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

1 . The rejection under 35 U.S.C. 112 has been overcome by the amendment filed 
January 9, 2008. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-3 are allowed. 

3. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: Caulkett et al. (WO 99/57113, published November 11, 1999, cited in previous 
office action). Caulkett et al. teach example 2 (page 18) and compound 10 (page 27). 
In each of these compounds, variable D is S0 2 and variable Z is a chloro-substituted 
benzofuran. These compounds do not anticipate or render obvious a compound of the 
elected species because variable G3 is NHR 10 , where variable R10 is a hydrogen atom, 
a Ci. 6 alkylcarbonyl group, or a benzoyl group.
